At the end of last year, many workers were in a mad 
dash to spend money on health care services that they 
really didn’t need.

That day, the individual bought a spare pair 
of contact lenses and two pairs of eyeglasses, all of 
which were unneeded. A health care consultant advis¬ 
es individuals in similar situations to spend their 
money on cosmetic tooth bleaching or a six-month 
.supply of prescription drugs. 

Why do workers spend money on wasteful health 
care expenditures? Because they have .set aside a por¬ 
tion of their salary in a Flexible Savings Account 
(FSA) and will lose any un.spent portions at the end of 
each calendar year. Section 125 of the Internal 
Revenue Code creates FSA plans, whereby pre-tax 
funds are set aside to cover the employee’s health care 
and/or dependent care expenses. The employee must
